the Japanese have captured Port Ar- 
thur. 
It Is said that the land forces 


took advantage of 
the 
confusion 


which resulted 
from the disastrous 


attempt of-the Russian squadron to 
leave Port Arthur Tuesday and de- 
livered an unexpected attack in force, 
which resulted In the breaking of the 
Inner lino of defenses. 


When the Iluxslans recovered from 


the llrst shock of the attack . they 
ma<le a desperate defense, according 
to this report, but the Japanese would 
not be denied and succeeded In fore. 
Ing their way into Port Arthur. 


The report does not meet with gen- 


eral credence, as neither Japanese 
nor Russian olllclals here have receiv- 
ed It. 
It Is also reported that both 


the Russian and Japanese warships 
were worse damaged In the great na- 
val battle Thursday than has beeen 
reported. At least ono Japanese hat- 
Unship Is said to have been sent to 
Sasebo for repairs, while a report has 
It that three of tho heavy Russian 
whips wero put out of. action 
com- 


pletely, while other were damnccd.

The wire question had become a 


dll'lcult and perplexing one after the 
strenuous objections of the telephone 
and electric-companies 
had

heard and- the council was apparent- 
ly In no hurry "to take final .action 
on It. Some of the members gasped, 
therefore, when towards the close of 
the meeting Alderman Jaclunan call- 
ed up the original measure and mov- 
ed thai It be given Its third reading 
and placed on passage.

Mathesim said that when the ordin- 
ance had been Introduced It had mil 
occurred 'to him tbat the expense In- 
volved would amount to more than a 
few thousand dollars nor had II ap- 
peared a burden to the concerns In- 
volved inasmuch as there would he 
five year.1) time In which to complete 
tho work.
